The results 
are briefly: We have bought a farm 
of 362 acres at Higginsville, L a fa y ­ 
ette county, for 
$18,500. 
Eleven 
three-room 
cottages 
have 
been 
built, costing $5,530; a 
storehouse 
built, at S400, and other 
improve­ 
ments added— with 
horses, 
cows, 
beef cattle, hogs, etc., costing about 
$3,500 more. 
T he buildings bought 
with 
the 
farm 
are easily 
worth 
$4,000. 
This makes our confeder­ 
ate home property worth now about 
$32,000. 
On our farm we have this year 
raised all our breadstuffs; feed for 
stock and hogs, and all the vegeta­ 
bles needed for the year. 
T he co t­ 
tages are filled wuth happy famiiies. 
Each family has a cow, and makes 
its own butter, and will cultivate its 


own 
garden this 
spring. 
Twelve 
children are going to school. 
The 


ladies of Lafayette county are build 
ing a church, to cost $1,200, to be 
used also as a school house. 
T o this H om e over fifty men, 
women 
and 
chiklren 
have 
been 


sent, 
and 
are 
now 
com fortably 
clothed, 
housed and fed 
by 
the 


generous people of our great state. 
We 
estimate 
that there 
are 
250 
more to be cared for. 
The w'omen of Missouri have as­ 
sumed the work 
of 
erecting 
the 
main building, to cost about $30,- 
000, 
and they have already raised 
$15,957. 
G od has blessed them in 
this work, sanctified by their tears 
and consecrated by their prayers. 
Our task is to raise an endow­ 
ment fund to supjiort our old com ­ 
rades, and send their heljiless chil­ 


dren to school. 
Most 
of 
this money has been 
raised in the cities and towns. 
To 
give every man a chance to share 


in this great charity w'e now, at this 
school 
election, 
apjieal to 
every 
school district in the state to co n ­ 
tribute $10 or more to help main­ 
tain these old soldiers and 
their 
families, w'ho have no right to ap­ 
peal to any government for aid. 
We are proud of our success thus 
far, and those who have already 
given are well rewarded by the feel­ 
ing that they have saved so many 
from starvation and cold. 
W e call your attention to the fol­ 
lowing editorial from the St. Louis 
Republic of January 30, 1S92:

THE PUNCHED KOPECK. 


“ The annals of the Russian police, if 
they cionld be r ead, would excel the most 
extr avagant imaginings of yonr Belots 
and Qabor iaus,” said a handsome, heav­ 
ily whisker ed man who was one of a 
little par ty of five gentlemen in a small 
r oom in a St. Peter sbur g pr ivate palace. 
“ 
W e have excellent wr iter s of fiction 
her e in Russia” (two of his auditor s wer e 
Fr enchmen), “ 
and they sometimes go to 
the r eal for mater ial, but I am sur e that 
the shr ewdest of them have never hear d 
of the punched kopeck which belongs to 
the annals of the police just mentioned.” 
The man with the whisker s emptied 
his wineglass and pushed it away as he 
continued: 
“ 
About fifteen year s ago Count Yasil- 
vitch was one of the best known nobles 
of the empir e. His St. Peter sbur g estab­ 
lishment was conducted on a style of 
r oyal magnificence, and he had the im­ 
per ial ear oftener than any other man of 
his r ank. 
W ell, one mor ning the count 
was found dead in his mansion and un­ 
der cir cumstances which went to pr ove 
that somebody had helped liim out of 
the wor ld. 
As a matter o" cour se the 
Russian police took the alfair in hand 
and that was the last wo hear d of it. 
“ A t that time ther e was said to be at­ 
tached to the Thir d section a man named 
Par itz. 
Rumor invested him with all 
the attr ibutes of the ideal sleuth. 
No­ 
body could be found who had ever seen 
him, but all the same the gr eat discov­ 
er ies in cr ime continued to be placed to 
his cr edit. He wor ked out gr eat r esults 
fr om impossible beginnings, and some 
said that it was Par itz who was adding 
most to the cr iminal population of Si­ 
ber ia. 
Of cour se ever y one expected to 
see Count Yasilvitch’s enemy dr agged to 
light thr ough the agency of this secr et 
man hound, but as weeks and months 
passed without anything of the kind 
tr anspir ing, Par itz became the laughing 
stock of St. Peter sbur g. 
“ Count Yaeilv-itch was known far and 
wide as a numismatist. 
His collection 
of coins was the most complete of any in 
the countr y, and had dr awn fr om the 
mint lar ge offer s of pur chase. 
In the 
collection wer e two kopecks which had 
been cur iously punched 
thr ough the 
center . 
Count Yasilvitch valued these 
coins above any in his possession, and it 
was under stood that they had a histor y 
which he would not r eveal. 
“ 
When the i>olice came to examine the 
count’s coins after his death they discov­ 
er ed that a number of pieces wer e miss­ 
ing, and among them was one of the 
kopecks. 
Of cour se the authOi.ities did 
not car e to publish their discover y fr om 
motives which you can easily under stand, 
and the wor ld at lar ge knew nothing 
about it. 
The coin which was not taken 
by the assassin, admitting this for our 
stor y’s sake, gentlemen, was given to the 
misty Par itz, with or der s to find its mate 
and the count’s enemy as well. 
“ Par itz took the case with his usual 
bow, and ther e the chief of police left it. 
The count’s coins wer e put up for sale, 
and the numismatists who wer e dr awn 
to St. Peter sbur g by the event wonder ed 
what had become of the punched kopeck. 
Half a dozen bidder s stood r eady to pur ­ 
chase it at any pr ice. 
Time r olled on 
and ever ybody for got Par itz and his 
tr ail. 
We did not hear so much about 
his pr owess now, and ther e wer e fewer 
gr eat discover ies in cr ime, althougii the 
number of exiles was not lessened. 
“ I r ecollect that I took consider able 
inter est in the tr ail of the kopeck at the 
time. 
I was r ather intimate with a 
member of the police, and he told me 
much about the count’s death and the 
hunt. 
But question him as adr oitly as 
I would, I could lear n nothing of the 
identity of the r enowned Par itz. 
In­ 
deed, I was mor e than ever inclined to 
consider him a myth, and to believe 
that the name had become a gener al 
ter m for the Thir d section. 
I went 
abr oad a few months after the Yasil­ 
vitch myster y was spr ung on society 
and tr aveled almost incessantly for ten 
year s. 
I visited near ly ever y par t of the 
globe, finding wher ever I went secr et 
r epr esentatives of our police, with whom, 
being a native Russian myself, I became 
as intimate as possible. 
I tr ied by these 
means to keep tr ack of the mythical 
Par itz and his tr ail. 
The secr et agents 
had hear d about the missing kopeck, but 
they did not know how far Par itz had 
pr ogr essed, nor wher e he was then. 
“ 
Ther e was something ludicr ous in 
the stor y of Par itz and the punched ko­ 
peck. 
The coin had continually baffled 
the czar ’s spy, and he had hear d noth­ 
ing of it fr om the time it left Count 
Yasilvitch's possession. 
Your Fr ench 
detectives might have done better , but 
poor Par itz, he could find nothing! 
“ About a year ago inter est in the 
count’s death was suddenly r evived by 
the ar r est of a man who had a lot of r ar e 
coins on his per son. 
Ther e was said to 
be some of these missing fr om the mur ­ 
der ed man’s collection, and they wer e 
subjected to the closest scr utiny. 
The 
fellow ar r ested was an honest and illit­ 
er ate miidjik, who aver r ed that he had 
found the coins in the weed gr own gar ­ 
den attached to the late count’s r esi­ 
dence. 
He was not r eleased till the gar ­ 
den had been spaded over for mor e coin 
by the author ities, whose labor s wer e r e­ 
war ded by the finding of sever al r ar e 
r oubles known to have been descr ibed in 
the Yiisilvitch catalogue. 
“ 
Now mor e than ever Par itz and the 
punched kopeck became objects of der i- 
r ion. 
Sever al of the Russian newspa­ 
per s r eceived pasquinades on the siib- 


ject, but as a matter of cour se thov wer e 
not published. 
A Russian editor is sup­ 
posed to know just how far to go to eat 
his br ead this side of the fr ontle^*. 
For 
fifteen year s the punched kopeck has 
been missing to the Russian police. The 
Yasilvitch case is as gr eat a myster y 
now as it was then, and for once Par itz 
has been thor oughly baffled. 
“ If he is not a police fiction, he knows 
no mor e today of the wher eabouts of the 
mutilated kopeck than does the gentle­ 
man who inhabits the moon. 
Our police 
stand baffled by one of the most insig­ 
nificant coins of the wor ld, for , until 
Par itz can place the kopeck in his pos- 
seasion alongside the one he has not, of 
cour se the myster y of CJount Yasilvitch’s 
death cannot be solved. 
“ 
Now, let me show ho'i 
7 completely 
this Par itz has been beaten .” and a smile 
stole over the whisker ed face of the Rus­ 
sian while he r efilled his wineglass and 
dr ank it off. 
“ 
I am by no means a de­ 
tective myself, but we pick up queer 
things in 
our ever yday wander ings. 
Wher ever I went dur ing my tour I ex­ 
amined ever y coin that fell into my 
hands, for I was quite familiar with 
Count Yasilvitch’s collection, and be­ 
lieved I would be able to r ecognize any 
par ts of it at sight. 
I might even admit 
that I gr adually gr ew to be a hunter .of 
lost coins, and of the punched kopeck in 
par ticular . 
“ 
But I came home unsuccessful. 
One 
mor ning in the mar kets of St. Peter s­ 
bur g I r eceived in change a lot of small 
coin which, being in a hur r y at the time, 
I car r ied home without an examination. 
In my libr ar y I fell to looking at the 
little pieces, and what was my astonish­ 
ment when I found in my hand a punched 
kopeck. 
Ther e was no doubt that I had 
the identical coin which had baffled 
the acumen of the Russian police for 
fifteen year s, and for which the wonder ­ 
ful Par itz could almost affor d to tr ade 
his head. 
Yes; I had found in St. Pe­ 
ter sbur g the punched kopeck which the 
sleuth of the empir e may have chased 
ar ound the wor ld, and in or der to wind 
lip my stor y with the pr oper climax, 
gentlemen, her e it is!” 
A t the same time Colonel Simovar , 
who had just finished the nar r ative, 
dr ew fr om his waistcoat pocket a small 
coin, which he placed car efully and 
with the pr oper emphasis of ' 
tur e on 
the table under the lamp. 
His auditor s, two Fr enchmen and two 
Russians, leaned for war d with gaze r iv­ 
eted on the coin. 
“ Now, I would like to see Par itz match 
the punched kopeck and thus vindicate 
the fame of the Russian police,” con­ 
tinued Colonel Simovar , lool *..g up at 
his auditor s with a smile of tr iumph. 
“ If he does not I may hold him up as 
the laughing stock of the wor ld and 
pr ove that the Thir d section is not in­ 
fallible.” 
The last wor ds had bar ely left Simo- 
var 's lips er e a ver y dar k hand r ose over 
the edge of the table, and the next sec­ 
ond, to the utter conster nation of four 
men, another kopeck, punched exactly 
like the fir st, lay on the cloth. 
Colonel 
Simovar fell back and star ed fir st at the 
second kopeck and then at the guest 
who had placed it wher e it was. 
“ Par itz, gentlemen, has chased the 
kopœk ar ound the wor ld,” said the 
guest without the semblance of a smile 
on his swar thy face. 
“ 
He takes gr eat 
pleasur e in \’indicating the Russian police 
by matching Colonel Simovar ’s kopeck. 
I am Par itz.” 
Colonel Simovar br oke into a der isive 
laugh. 
“ 
You ar e my fr iend and guest, Cap­ 
tain Basilvitoll,” said he i the so called 
Par itz. 
“ 
I r ecollect that we met in 
Constantinople and again in Milan and 
Athens. 
Come, come, gentlemen, Cap­ 
tain Basilvitch is a man of honor . 
We 
will dr ink to his little joke.” 
The face of Par itz did not r elax. 
Rising to his feet he dr ew for th a 
small diar y, the leaves of which ho 
tur ned with pr ovoking coolness. 
A t length he began to r ead of Colonel 
Simovar ’s minutest doings in Fr ance and 
among the Pyr enees. 
Fr om this he 
jumped to the tour ist in Amer ica, and 
was following him step by step back to 
the czar ’s dominions, 
when Simovar 
thr ew up his hand. 
“ It is enough!” he said with quiver ing 
lip. 
“ Ther e is but one devil, and his 
name is Par itz!” 
The police spy bowed. 
“ I take the 
punched kopecks, gentlemen, and the 
mur der er of Count Yasilvitch as well,” 
and gather ing up the two coins with 
one hand, he touched Simovar on the 
shoulder with the other . 
Ther e was not the least r esistance on 
the colonel’s par t, and he went with 
Par itz and the punched kopecks to the 
station. 
The little wine supper thus star tlingly 
br oken up by the indefatigiible spy of 
the czar was never r esumed, and the 
two Fr enchmen left S t Peter sbur g the 
next day fully convinced of the i)ower 
and the efficiency of the Russian em­ 
pir e. 
Colonel Simovar paid the sever est pen­ 
alty of the law for his secr et cr ime, and 
fr om the day of the finding of the 
punched kopeck the name of Par itz has 
been invested with a new dr ead and 
ter r or .— T. C. Har bauch in New Yor k 
Mer cur y.
